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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the Amendment filed 24 November 2004. 
All previous art rejections have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record neither teaches nor suggests the claimed method of injection molding of thermoplastic 
resin, including filling a mold cavity with molten resin that preliminarily contains at least 0.2 
weight percent and not more than 10 weight percent of carbon dioxide, while allowing the 
molten resin to foam at its flow front, and then pressurizing the resin in the mold cavity to at 
least a pressure at which the resin does not foam.
